It was the last word: in defense, of 
the three men whose case will rest 
tomorrow “with the jury of ten farm- 
ers, a truck driver and the manager 
of a gas plant. 

The years rested lightly on the vet- 
eran Inman as he called his principal 
client the victim of enmities engen- 
dered in political warfare, and be- 
sought the talesmen to find the trio 
not guilty of the abduction and as- 
sault of Madge Oberholtzer, of In- 
dianapolis, last March 15. The state 
charges Stephenson, Earl Gentry and 
Earl Klenck with responsibility for 
her death which occurred at her In- 
dianapolis home April 14 after she 
had swallowed poison in a hotel at 
Hammond, Ind., March 16. 

Suicided as “Free. Agent.” 

Miss Oberholtzer commitiecd suicide 
as a “free agent,” Inman asserted in 
closing his argument. ‘The state has 
held the men’s acts influenced her to 
}take her life by heaping indignities 
and abuse upon her and asks their 
execution for first degree. murder. 

Charles E. Cox, of the prosecution, 
and Floyd Christian, of the defense, 


deat: penalty be inflicted. Christian 
propounded the suicide theory. 

“Phe defense has not fallen back 
on the theory of suicide, as charged 
by the state,’’ Inman said. “This 
defense from the very start held to 
bay theery of suicide.

“The state has run away from the 
theory on which it started—that the 
poison took Madge Oberholtzer’s life.

He termed the doc- 
ument as the “dying statement of Asa 
Smith.”” Smith and Griffith D. Dean, 
Indianapolis attorneys, drafted the 
missive which is the foundation of the 
state’s case.

district and add a new judge, giving 


| the state three instead of two, as the 


present arrangement provides. _ 

Congressman Brand’s views regard- 
ing the creation of a new judicial dis- 
trict as outlined tonight when asked 
his attitude are as follows: 

“I am opposed to the creation of a 
third. United States judicial district 
for Georgia, though I am heartily in 
favor of a bill providing for a new 
judge for this state, . 

“A committee, headed by Chief Jus- 
tice Taft, of the’ supreme court, was 
appointed to recommend additional 
judgeships throughout the country 
wheré needed. The report of this 
committee carried a recommendation 
that an additional judge be appointed 
to relieve the congestion of the busi- 
ness in the North Georgia: district. 
The proposed new circuit would only 
take Columbus out of the North Geor- 
gia district, which would afford prac- 
tically no relief to Judge Sibley. 

“I am convinced that the only fair 
solution of this question and the prop- 
er thing to do is to constitute the 
whole state as or in one district and 
give us a new judge. We will then 
have one district with three judges in- 
stead of three districts with a judge 
for each. 

“Such fegislation has been enacte} 
for two or three states of the United 
States. 

“The legislation carrying into ef- 
fect this plan should authorize and 
direct the three judges of the United 
States district courts of the state to 
apportion the work of the courts sat- 
isfactorily to themselves, particularly 
having in view, however, the conven- 
‘ence of all suitors before the courts, 
including lawyers, jurors, defendants 
on the crithinal side of the courts, 
and witnesses, 

“I shall vigorously oppose any 
change of the district courts of 
Georgia which would take Athens out 
of the Northern district or place Ath- 


jens in a district which will make it

AVING been so violently and rudely upset in football expectations 
and calculations this season, we decided Friday night that the best 
thing to do about this Georgia-Georgia Tech football meeting was to 
take a stroll about the teeming metropolis and find out what students, 
graduates anc proponents of the two schools thought about it. So we 
did and found out: 
Tech has been saving a lot of plays all season and is going 
to turn them loose like the Tornado for which it is named 
this afternoon; Tech will win by line-bucking because the 
Georgia line has no reserve strength; Tech will abandon the 
jump shift and resort to the Notre Dame shift to fool Georgia; 
Tech will resort to a forward-passing and end-running attack 
and will defeat Georgia by that method because the Tech back- 
field is just fullt of men who can break the world’s record for 
the hundred yards; Georgia will pass over Tech’s line until that 
bulwark is dizzy; Georgia will run Tech’s ends because of her 
fleet backs; Georgia’s line will rip the Tech forwards to little, 
irregular-shaped pieces and win just as she pleases; there ‘will 
be no scoring because of the fierce desire of each side to win. 


O, AFTER we hac listened to that sort of stuff for a while we retired 
to the greatly under-estimated typewriter, and decided: 

. Tech has a wonderful line and a very fast backfield. It 
also hag a splendid pair of ends, no matter which pair are at 
work. Georgia has a fine line if the regulars can stick it out, 
but small reserve strength. The Red and Black also has a 
fast, heady backfield, and here it has plenty of reserve strength. 


HE difference in these two teams probably lies mainly in intelligence 

of attack. Either of them is going to play a whale of a defensive 
game. The team which can pull the unexpected a few times and thus 
get off to a mental advantage also will have a physical advantage. which 
is not to be coughed at. : 

Cold figures prove to vou that Tech has the stronger 
team, but don’t let yourself become excited over that fact. 
Georgia has a team which has proven itself ‘to be intelligent, 
and it has a backfield which may he depended upon to make 
things interesting for any team which relaxes its vigilance for 
the duration of a single pley.

“The Land of Palms” 


Let us now turn our minds to a 
little country which once existed at 


. the eastern end of the Mediterranean. 


It was known as “Phoenicia,’’ and 
was the home of some of the boldest 
sailors who have ever lived. 
Phoenicia was indeed a small coun- 
try, hardly larger than the state of 
Delaware. et it covered an impor- 
tant strip of sea coast and played a 
big part in the life of ancient nations. 


On one side of the country were 
mountains, and beyond those moun- 
tains lay the empire of Asyria. For 
cemturies, the people kept free from 
the rule of the powerful empire, and 
led their lives in their own way. 

The name “Phoenicia’’ arose from 
a Greek word, and meant “Land of 
Palms.’’ All along the seashore were 
date-palms, and this led Greek trad- 
ers to give the name. Back from the 
coast were orchards, gardens and 
fields of grain. Oranges, grapes and 
olives were among the chief products 
of the land. 

The greatest interest of the people, 
however, was in ree, They were 
closely related to the Hebrews, and 
were born merchants. Caravans with 
loaded camels passed beyond the 
mountains to the Persian gulf, and 
returned with goods from the east. 
Ships left the coast to trade at ports 
around the “Sea of the Setting Sun,” 
as the Mediterranean was called.

Along the coast of the Land of 
Palms were harbors well fitted to 
the ships of the time. ‘Those ships 
were small sailing vessels, seldom 
more than 50 feet long. There were 
always oars on board, for use during 
calm weather.

In each 
of these creatures, just behind the 
head, was a tiny sac’ containing a 
thick liquid: When the liquid was 
taken out, it could be used as a dye.

After 
the cloth remained in the sunlight 
for a time, its color changed to green. 
Later it became red, and still later 
was purple. The purple color was 
fast, and purple cloth from Phoe- 
nicia became famous all over the an- 
cient world.

FACIAL MASSAGE. 


Here is a face treatment to do away 
with early wrinkles, and to make less 
noticeable the deply engraved wrink- 
les of middle age. 

Tie the hair back, twisting some- 


goes over the hair to make it greasy. 
Take a small amount of cleansing 
cream, rub quickly over the face and 
wipe off; this is merely to get off 
the surface dirt. 

Fill a basin with hot water, then 
cover the skin thickly with cleansing 
or flesh-making cream, throw a large 
towel over your head and bend over 
the basin. This sounds as_ though 
you were to steam the face, you are 
not, for your water in the basin cools 
off quickly and gives you only enough 
steamy heat to open the pores of the 
skin, to let in the cream, let out the 
dirt and to bring the blood up to the 
face, 

Massage with the fingers as you 
bend over the basin, -wérking the 
cream in thoroughly. With the backs 
of the fingers, stroke away from the 
mouth toward the ears, for mouth 
wrinkles, and go round and round 
the eyes to smooth out crow’s feet. 
After five or ten minutes, (five will 
do if you haven’t much time to spend 
on this) throw off the towel, wring 
a cloth from the hot water and wipe 
off the cream. Notice how dirty it is 
too, though you have already cleansed 
the skin once with cream. 

Rub the face with a piece of ice as 
a finish, keeping this up for five min- 
utes; for convenience, tie the ice in 
a bit of old linen. 

Now ponder. Your skin will blos- 
som like a young girl's. The ice 
cannot chap as you have just used 
cream, nor will the cream make the 
skin greasy after the ice rub. 


Mrs. G. B. C.: False hair loses its 
shade if it is washed very very inuch 
in soap and water, but it is very

or it will collect germs and contami- 
nate the natural hair. The best way 
to keep such hair clean is to dip it in 
gasoline, and then shake it out in the 
wind and sun to fluff it out and also 
to rid it of the odor.

As 
such hair loses its lustre after a while 
it is well to brush it a great deal. 
Never continue to wear a switch it 
loses its color or the sheen that is 
characteristic of natural and healthy 
hair.

_ John F. G.: Camphor ice or white 
lip stick is very good for . chapped 
lips. Glycerine and rose water in 
equal parts make a simple solution 
for chapped skin. Chapping is aggra- 
vated by a poor circulation, so any- 
thing that helps this will be an aid 
also. If you bite your lipe when out 
in the wind you will encourage the 
trouble.

NEGRO MURDER 
CONSPIRACY CASE 
MAY BE QUASHED 


Detroit, November 13.—(#)—The 
statement of Judge Frank Murphy late 
today that, he did not consider suffi- 
cient evidence had been adduced to 
support it led to the belief tonight 
that the conspiracy to murder charge 
against Ossian H. Sweet, negro doctor 
and 10 other negroes, would be dis- 
missed when the state closes its evi- 
dence sometime tomorrow. The trial 
will be continued on the charge of 
murder, 

Judge Murphy’s statement came on 
an objection by Clarence Darrow, 
chief of defense counsel, to the exami- 
nation of Police Inspector Burt Mc- 
Pherson of the police department. Mc- 
Pherson testified he had told Sweet 
to let him know of oe that look- 
ed suspicious and offered him. protec- 
tion. After the defense objection, the 
judge said: . 

“At this time I do not believe there 
has been proof of conspiracy.
